The King, 
replying to an address, referred to after- 
war problems, and urged the need of in- 
dustry and thrift.

the attacks of the Bolshevists. 
idea has been abandoned. 
Koltchak’s defeats have been so consider- 
able that no hope can be entertained of 
joining hands with him along the Dvina. 
Thereforé, the Archangel expedition has 
no further raison d’étre’ Every latitude 
must be given to our commanders to carry 
out their plans with the least possible risk. 
The fate of those loyal Russians, however, 
whom our withdrawal will abandon to the 
frightfulness of Bolshevism is a matter 
of grave moment. It is she urgent duty of 
the Allies to make some arrangement 
whereby they will be spared the horrors 
of a hopeless war. . 

There are hardly any British troops in 
the South or East of Russia, and the few 
that are there are coming home. Mr. 
Churchill outlined the history of the 
Koltchak and Denikin campaigns, and 


laid stress upon the “obligation of 
honour” which we had incurred 
towards these gallant opponents of 


the Bolshevists. By us their Armies had 
been called into being; therefore, -our 
primary purpose served, we could not leave 
them in the lurch. The help which 
we have given hitherto to the anti- 
been almost 
solely in the shape of arms, munitions, 
and articles suitable for barter against 
grain. “Ilad we not helped Koltchak and 
Denikin,” said Mr. Churchill, “ we might 
well have found that, while we were dis- 
arming, the Bolshevist forces were grow- 
ing in strength and power.” That, 
unfortunately, is precisely what has 
happened. Our support of the two leaders 
has been considerable ; but its moral effect 
has been ruined by time-serving and hesita- 
tion in regard to our official attitude. Few 
people to-day know exactly how we stand 
with reference to the anti-Bolshevist move- 
ments. Have we “recognised” Koltchak 
or have we not? We have spent a- great 
deal of money (Sir Donald Maclean esti- 
mates our expenditure at £100,000,000 a 
year), but the fall of Moscow seems to be 
as remote as ever. Bolshevism, officially, 
has been on the wane for many months, 
but Lerd Robert Cecil declares that any 
attempt te crush it by force of arms is 
“fantastic nonsense.” Is the Koltchak- 
Denikin campaign, therefore, a forlorn 
hope, or must it be regarded as hopeless? 
Without our material support it is certain 
that neither general could hold out for a 
month. It is very necessary, therefore, 
that some definite understanding shall be 
reached. 

Bolshevism, in its present form, con- 
stitutes the createst of all menarces to 


the. teeming millions of Russia's scattered 
population, the world will not be safe for 
democracy or for anything else, except 
chaos. . Military action is out of 

Were the Alles to occupy 
Petrograd, even Vladivostock, 
the snake at best would be but 
scotched.

The Allies and Russia. - 


Mr. Winston Churchill's speech in the 
House of Commons yesterday threw but a | 
dim light on the obscure problem of our 
relations with the Russian people. In the 
main it constatuted a defence of the War 
Secretary's personal position. The British 
public will be relieved to learn that our 
forces in Russia are in no immediate 
danger, but regret will be felt that 
some really constructive policy was not 
defined. Most sensible people agree that 
the Archangel-Murman expedition was a 
yital necessity. The Treaty of Brest- 
Litovsk liberated a million Germans for 
the Western front, and only the fact that 
the Allies decided to occupy Russian terri- 
tory prevented much larger German forces 
from being moved. Mr. Churchill s defence 
of the undertaking, therefore, was almost 
superfluous. More important were his re- 
marks about the present and future posi- 
tion of our troops in Northern Russia. 
Last March the War Cabinet decided to 
withdraw our men before the arrival of 
winter, andy as Mr. Churchill assured the 
House that no change had taken place in 
this intention, we presume tbat all our 
forces will leave Russia within the next 
few months. Our intention, according to

Two Cabinet Councils considered the 
food question yesterday. The fact is 
proof, we may hope, that the Government 
recognises that, during the coming autumn 
and winter, the problem of the national 
food supply will assume paramount im- 
portance. The Food Controller has told 
us that prices cannot be lower than 
those which prevailed last winter. 
Supplies may be shorter, for the hungry 
mouths of Central and Eastern Europe 
will be in competition with the British 
demand. The country is resigned, no 
doubt, to these unpleasant prospects ; but, 
if the resulting hardship is augmented by 
official carelessness or stupidity, the con- 
sequences may be serious. Labour un- 
rest is rampant, and domestic coal will be 
scarce and dear next winter. The Govern- 
ment cannot afford to tolerate any unneces- 
sary aggravation of these causes of dis- 
content. There are at least two things 
which it must do. It must begin now to 
make the most careful and complete plans 
for the fraintenance of the national food 
supphes’; and it must decide to suppress 
all forms of “ profiteering,” in high and in 
low quarters, with the most ruthless 
severity. ‘ Profiteering” is the greatest of 
all dangers. The people will be patient 
under inevitable hardships if the imevi- 
tability is made sufficiently clear to them ; 
but the mildest householder “sees red ' 
when the State suffers him to become the 
victim of private selfishness and greed.

LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 


So littlé had been said in advance about 
the visit of the King and Queen to the 
City that it was not surprising to-day to 
find that the public knew very little about 
it. Consequently the crowds were thin, 
except at certain places, and, though the 
cheering was hearty, it lacked the enthu- 
siastic roar that only numbers can give. 
Warm greetings were given to Queen 
Alexandra and the Prince of Wales, who 
each passed through the streets in a little 
procession of their own. The King and 
Queen were beaming, the latter looking re- 
markably well in a beautiful ermine coat, 
while the King was in military uniform. 
A special ing was given to Princess 


Mary, who had for her vis-a-vis Mr. Shortt, 


the Home Secretary. 

The debate on the Army Vote in the 
House of Commons to-day was co 
mainly with the questions of British policy 


in Russia. The Prime Minister heard a 
good many references to the speech 
which he delivered on April 16th. 


Thus Sir Donald Maclean quoted with 
approval his statement that we should 
never interfere in the internal affairs of 
another country, however badly governed, 
and that the future régime in Russia was 
for the Russian people themselves to 
decide. The Opposition Leader's principal 
lea was that people should be told the 
acts about the present situation, and par- 
ticularly how much intervention was cost- 
ing us. 

In a statesmaniike speech Lord Robert 
Cecil, whose authoritative manner re- 
minds one constantly of his father, the late 
Lord Salisbury, recalled to the House the 
circumstances in which we originally went 
to Russia. While we could not abandon 
our friends in that country, he doubted 
whether Bolshevism could be smashed” by 
military action, and he suggested that it 
might be possible to induce the warring 
elements to make peace on the basis of re- 
taining their present spheres of influence. 

Mr. Churchill maintained that there had 
been no change in the Government policy, 
which had been settled before he became 
War Secretary. It was to evacuate the 
troops in North Russia as early as pos- 
sible, but meantime to give them every 
possible support. That meant, among 
other things, that the commanders on the 
spot, in whom the Government had every 
confidence, must be allowed to conduct the 
operations in their own way, and to have 
full latitude. He, too, quoted from the 
Prime Minister s speech of April 16th to 
show that he was in no way enlarging the 
Government's policy, as he had been 
accused in the Press of doing. 

__As to the cost of the war in Russia, Mr. 
Churchill promised to prepare an esti- 
mate, within ten millions or so, one way 
or the other. Passing away from Russia, 
the War Secretary spoke most encourag- 
ingly of the voluntary recruiting for the 
Army, and he expressed the hope that, 
when the Military Service Acts expired, 
conscription would disappear for good. 
Before sitting down Mr. Churchill had 
something to say of the causes of the 
threatened general strike. The grievance 
as to Russia and conscription he had dealt 
with. Another matter, the War (Office 
circular, had no political significance, and 
was obsolete, and, as to conscientious 
objectors, they were now all out of prison. 
The extremists would have to hurry up 
with their general strike, or, as it seemed 
to him, they would have to obtain a brand 
new outfit of grievances. He urged the 
House not to be frightened by this sort of 
thing. As for the Government,
